coming affright'ed, arid therefore to render 
him niori;'safe. 
But this ip a mistake, as 


observalion' aiid experiment testify. 
It is 


unnatural, as we 'rriight 'prove by expcri- 
inents .on" ourselves,:—the very reverse, is 
true. 
If we wish to make a horee coura- 


geous, or any other.animal, we must give 
him all the sight which belongs to him. 
If 


ahorse will not he trusty, by being well 
broken to the harness, arid by judicious 
treatment afterwards, it is vnin to think he 
can be made .so, by depriving him, in any 
measure, of his sight. 
This practice is 


cruel, for it injures tne sight, and secures 
no benefit. 
Since it is ascertained, that the 


blinding of a horse makes him even less 
safe than otherwise, no cbnceiveable good 
can arise -from the practice, unless it is 
thought essential to decorate'the eyes of 
the -poor animal. 
And why not lavish 


taste on his ears, or "some other part, rather 
than his eyes? It seem absolutely wanton 
to put one of tlie nob lest arid most useful of 
anirrials^in an unnatural, and of course, vin- 
eorh'fbrinble sta'tc, while he is patiently ex- 
hausting his strength to serve us. If such 
facts were generally'.known, and consider- 
ed, how many^ who are carried about, by 
these faithful servants, would put in a plea 
to make them . as comforlnble as maybe, 
while they, are , panting under their load, 
and show a readiness ..to die, rather than to 
resist.
